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Request for Extension (Project AEQUCR) 



1. On the basis of approval of Project AEQUOR (Interim Renewal), 
dated 4 December 1952, for the first half of FI 1953, and pending 
submittance of a complete AEQUOR Project for FY 1954, it is re- 
quested that extension of interim funds be granted SR Division 
for the second half of FY 1953. This request is based on the 
need for cont inuan ce of AEQUOR operational activities and on 
present conditions which reflect: 


a. The necessity to support the three AEQUOR agents 
currently operating within Byelorussia; 

b. That two penetration agent candidates who have been 
recruited and who have been granted Provisional Opera- 
tional Clearance, are now undergoing elementary W/T 
training; and 

c. That two additional agent candidates, who have been 
recruited and assessed, are awaiting training, pending 
receipt of operational clearances. 


2. This additional sum requested, necessary to continue Project 
AEQUOR through 30 June 1953, is derived from estimates based upon 
the first six month period and upon the anticipated second half- 
year expenditures, to be expended as follows:
